1. Previous correspondence fron /our Bureau 
concerning Subject has carried the file No. 105-16431. 
Subject net with Itfykola LBBBD and Ceorge LOPATYnSKY 
In the letter's hose In New York on I May' 1965* 

The latter two are Secretary and aeraber of the - 
ZP/UHVR (Foreign Representatioii/Ukraiaian Supreae 
Liberation Council) respectively* Mr. LEBED also 
is President of the Prolog Research and Publishing 
Association, Inc., 87S West End Avenue, New York Is, 
New York, The meeting was requested by Subject 
through a autual friend, V. KHAMULA (AKAt CHANiULA) 
who also was present at the meeting • In view of 
Subject’s known involvement with Ukrainian Communist 
activities, Mr. LEBED suspected Subject had been 
instructed to effect the neeting with hi®, possibly 
in an effort to determine Mr. LEBED* s political 
anti -Communist strategy for the future. Although 
the aeeting was being held at his request. Subject 
was nervous and apprehensive in the beginning, 
but he relaxed somewhat as the conversation pro- 
gressed. Mr. LEBED was of the impression Subject 
was carrying out this particular task against his 
will and that he was under sone outside pressures*

on Subject taken fro® the Ho. 3, March 1963 
issue of the Soviet Ukrainian Journal, Vitchysna 
in which one of Subject’s short plays also appears. 
Subject was bom into a literary family on S 
December 1909 in Kiev, OkSSR. Mis Creat Grand- 
father. Yakiv DRAHOMANOVt Grandmother. Oleaa 
PCHILKAi Grandfather, Mykhadlo DRAHOMANOV; and 
Paternal Aunt, LESYA UKRAINA, all were Ukrainian

youth periodicals and he was actively participating 
in youth activities. Subject was educated in 
Lvov where he coepieted gyanasiue in 1928, lie 
then went on to study law in the University of 
is^arsaw. Subject continued to participate in 
Western Ukrainian political activities and, as 
stated in his autobiography « ”My sympathies were 
always with the people^ with all that was young 
and alive, X despised with sty whole being the 
clericaUsUf religious ebsoiritr, conservatiss, 
reaeticHaaryisiit and Westent Ukrainian lack of 
progressiveoess,'* Subject came to the United 
States after World War XI and, according to him, 
**lasediately began to work for the progressive 
press CHronadsky Holes , Ukrainski Yisti , Ukreiaske

what the source ef funds are for this publication, 
althou|d> Subject told Mr, LEBED that he receives 
$8S,00 Bonthly for the journal frm the Soviet 
Ukrainian Delegation at the United Hations and 
that he personally ecBpi led a list of addresses 
In the UkSSB to which the journal is nailed and 
for which s«d»scrlpti<ms are paid for la the United 
States by the Ukrainian Delegation, 

3, l%e eonversatien between Subject and 
Mr, LEBED largely eoneemed present activities In 
the Ukrainian literary and political fields, both 
in the UkSSR and the ettigration. Subject praised 
the iiteratuxe being published by Mr, LBBED*s 
group and said that it is being closely followed 
by Soviet Ukrainian representatives. Me implied 
great interest by the Soviets in Mr, LEBB0*s 
group and, aaong other suggestions allegedly

would not permit him te return until a 
replacement for him is found. On the other 
hand, a contact of Mr, LfiBED^s in Chicago 
reported that the Subject had approached 
him asking for help in locating enplt^ent 
for himself in the Chicago area,) 

e. That clubs of "friends of the 
Ukraine" be established in the United 
States through which cultural contacts 
with Soviet Ukrainians could be developed 
and via which contact with the Soviet 
Ukrainian Delegation at the United Nations 
could be maintained, 

4, Subject’s direct approach to Mr, I^BSEO 
appears to be a new Soviet strategy against the 
one remaining really effective anti-Soviet 
Ukrainian emigre organization. It certainly is 
a new and unusual development in the history of 
the anti-Coaautilst activities of Mr. I£SED*s 
group. In addition to the approach thrcmgh 
Subject, there have been Intensified pressures 
by the Soviets on members of Mr, tEBSD’s group 
abroad and increased attacks in the Soviet press 
on the Ukrainian emigration in genermi and Mr, 
LEBED'S group in particular* It would appear the 
Soviets are waging a renewed campaign to counter 
the effectiveness of the anti-Soviet activities 
of Mr. LEBBD's group either by personal threats 
on individual members or by eventually comnromisinq 
the group In the eyes of the whole emigration.
